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/ 1. I talked this proposal over in 

London and in Rome. The British now agree that 
suggestion 3 in Para. 2 is impracticable since the 
"gesture" would merely increase the influence of 
thfe BK and niilliiy the affect of the change. 






2. The British are still inclined to 
f^el that something could be gained by makine-^baa- 
Kupi chairman or president of the NCFA, but(^ 3 
states that the assuiiption of additional responsi- 
Tvip i ti Rs would probably break Kupi ' s health and that 
it would not be in our interests to thrust this ad- 
ditional burden on him.

1. My headquarters nave been considering the situation 

created by Said’s accusations against the BK in the United States, 
and Pali’s threat to lead a counter-campaign to have Said removed 
from the NCFa. In order to avert a serious split in the NCFA, they 
intend immediately to instruct our representative f Ito take 

soothing action v/ith a view to calming tempers, l^nderstand that 
you nave already issued instructions to the same effect. In the 
meantime, my headquarters would like to suggest the following 
scheme for your consideration. Its object is to alter the structure 
of the hCFA in such a way as to provide a more durable basis for 
future developments. 

2, They suggest, (1) tiiat bosti should be removed from 
the ex’fective Chairmanship of the hCFA, and be given some such 
title as ’’Honorary Chairman” or ’’Honorary President”; tnat 
abas Kupi be instcilled as Executive Chairman; (3) that trie vacancy 
^ tile imCFa should be filled b^.’^ aoas ij^rmenje, tnis as a gesture 

to the BK . 



3. My headquarters suggest that this procedure would 

have the following advantages; 

(1) The strength of the BK on the NCFA would be 
weakened. On the other hand, the BK might find Abas Kupi a 
reasoncxbiy satisfactory chairman, as they were agreeably impressed 
by the impartiality and restraint which he showed during the recent 
dispute bet?/een the BK and the BKI. 

(2) Said’s capacity to muice trouble woula be diminishea, 
aa he would be confronted by an impartial chairman in any hispute 
with the BK« It is also believed that the scheme v/ooid weaken the 
BKI’s position, since they would be unable to complain of Left-V'/ing 
tendencies in the NCFA. 

(3) Our operations into albania might go more 
smootiily in tnat our parties would be heartened by the fact that 
their leaders head strong posts on the NCFa as well as on the 
Militaiy Junta. 

(4) Italians v/oald oe pleased as tney v/ould see in 
AbivS Kupi’s appointraent a swing to the night. 

/(5) Ihe Greeks 





(5) The Greeks would also >velcome a weaKBUin^ of 
the position of the BK. 

(6) Tne effect insiae Albania is of course difficuxt 
to assess, out tne gain will probabi/ outweigh tne loss owing to 
Abas Kupi* s good resistance record, and his freedom from any 
collaborationist, Italian, Jugoslav, Greek or other local taint. 
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
